respondent at Brussels semis a long dispatch, 
giving tho rosult of his personal investiga- 
tion of thu rioting nt charloroi. Tins is tho 
firs: uccoimt at tho troubles hy an English- 
spunking journalise that has reached Lon- 
don. 
Tho most interesting portions of tho 


dispatch arc IK follows: 


I ;onk thu train Saturday morning for 


Churl'Toi and have spent most of tho timo 
since in Hie saddk>, visiting over}" Bconfl of 
ilLstur!iiiiv.'ij I 
could 
rench. questioning 


strikers, anarchists and ollkiuls, uml stuiiy- 
ing tho situation genemlly. 
Tho strikers 


have certainly bnon Rivon amplo cause for 
discontent, distrust and despair. 
Owing to 


tho 
prolonged 
depression of 
tho iron 


and stcol trudo tho union of mine owners 
has snvoral times ordorod tho output, both 
of roil nml iron, to bo roducod. 
This was 


orToctod in the niObtopijressivo way. Instead 
of reJueing tlio hours oC labor, certain mines 
were closed altogether and thus ovory Cow 
woks I'.ur.druds of minors were'laid ofl'. 
Those mon had already been working for 
starvation wages and thoy had not a coil- 
tinio of savings. 
They gonorally trniupocl 


to noighborin;,' mines seeUing work and 
finding none, getting farther and tcirthor 
afield, and finally becoming vagabonds, 
boggars nnd thiovos. 
Kocont'.y trade pros- 


pects have somewhat Improved; larger out- 
puts were ordered and tho niou, thinking 
the bosses 
wore now 
malting money, 


demanded, not exactly an increase ot wages, 
but a roturu to tho scale from which they 
hud been roducod last fall 
The domand 


was refused and tho minora almost to a mnn 
struck work, 


Up to this point tho minors had kept 


witliin tho law. 
Now they nave put them- 


selves hopeloss'.y in thu wrong and even out- 
side tho polo of human sympathy, by fol- 
lowing llw counsels of as villainous a gang 
of cut-throats ns over escaped the gallows. 
Those are emissaries of secret societies of 
Anarchists and Nihilists in various capitals 
of iiuropo. 
The fact that tho rioters wore 


led by such men was first discovered almost 
by acridunt 
My investigations have con- 


firmed nnd proved thu fact 1 roml n, ques- 
tion of doubt. 
Almost the llrst whom I en- 


couutorod while visiting tho Charloroi jail 
Saturday, was a veteran Commuoistand 
petroleum fiend, whom I had known well 
some years ugo in Paris. 
Ho recognized 


mo, and rondo no bones oC admitting that ho 
hud been sent hero by his "circle" of Com- 
munists in Paris to incite tho striking min- 
ors to pillngo and arson, to kill ovory em- 
ployer and official they could rcadi, and to 
destroy ovory pioeo of property that they 
could burn 0]' wri/ek. 
He had hud bad 


luck, however, ho said. 
Friday 
night ho 


had shot a gon d'anr.o dead during a melee; 
had Leon captured with halt a dozen of 
"these cnnaillo," as ho called tho Belgian 
strikers, and now ex]x>ctod to b? hangod.

was a lire in a colliery about six miles to 
tho northwest 
I rode to tho latter place 


and saw a scene rivalling the grotesque hor- 
rors 01' Dailies' Inferno.

house, of.l'-cs, sheds and elevated tramway 
hail by this time burned and their Knckoned 
timbers stood out like gigantic skeletons in 
the flerco lire light. 
Thousands of tons of 


screouod coal were smoldering in a fire 
which gave out lung tongues of blue, sul- 
phurous Oatnei which furnished an appro- 
priate light and smell for tho diabolical 
revels.

Tho damage to tho property In tho dis- 


turbed district is now estimated by moder- 
ate men at i"i,00:i,OOCl francs. Every jowolry 
store and gun shop in Charloroi and nearly 
every liquor warehouse and drlnking-saloon 
has been looted, and moroor loss completely 
wrecked. 
Churches have been robbed ot 


all articles of precious metal. More than 
100 collieries faundaries and residences have 
been burned. The latter wore tho property 
of the bourgeois generally, the rioters not 
discriminating in this respect against em- 
ployers. 
Hundreds of citizens havo been 


robbed in tho streets in daylight. 
One 


young lady who wore a diamond ring tiuit 
•was tight uixm tho linger, had her linger 
amputated by tho rufilnns with a.ohisel anil 
mallcL Scours of virtuous women have been 
outraged. 
In two cases mothers who fought 


to preserve their honor hc.d tho brains of 
their b:i!'tcs ilasbod out bofoi* tboir oyos. 


Finally, although little tiffoctod by the 


vaporing:; of tho Anarchists, wm'cb I have 
heard boforo in many European capitals 
and generally scon disproved, 1 am con- 
vinced thai, we are but on the threshold 01 
tho disorders which oil. 
spread to every 


plac4 where coal and iron is mlnod in 
Kurope. 
1 uspoclally urge tho British au- 


thorities to watch events in Yorkshire, r,an- 
L-ashiro anil Wales. 


Another dispatch from Brussels says tho 


troo^o tool: possession of Gbarloroi Satur- 
day In tho afternoon and immediately set to 
work at clearing Ibo streets, which then 
fairly swarmed 
with organized bands of 


villagers, and incendiaries engaged in rob- 
bing stores r.nd tiring buildings.

had little trouble in driving the miscella- 
neous bands from their work of destruction, 
but ns they fell back before tho advancing 
soldiery l-ioir ianl;s were augmented by 
oilier, until, believing thamselves strung 
enough to oppo-o ih.> further progress of 
tho tiviip.-, they made a determined stand, 
refusing to disperse, although repeatedly 
called upon to'dosi-.

Lat>jr news from Charleroi elato thut the 


disorder is subsiding. 
The strikers, reduced 


to hunger, now go about tho streets begging 
for iood, and when not under tho juyus ol' 
tho soldiors emphasize their demands with 
menaces. 
Though thoro may lio some fur- 


ther.disorder tboro will be no more organ- 
ized rioting, all organization among tun 
strikem hiwinc; disappeared.
